ent, received internal injury. 
From 


lat time uho commenced throwing up 
er food, but remained at her work until 
io following Saturday afternoon, when 


waa obliged to give up and take to 


or bed. Smco that hour she has been 
edridden, and the trouble which mani* 
entud itself at the outset has been con- 
taut ly increasing. At first she waa fed 
with about her usual food, but 
this 


roved BO repuli-ivg to her stomach that 
t was gradually reduced, both io qtiim- 
ity aud quality, until she subsisted 
wholly on'jellies. 
Meantime a largo 


umber of physicians were called in suc- 
esaion to prescribe 
for her, but ac- 


nowled that they could do nothing for 
t-r, 
and generally predicted that she 


would live but a short time. Their uaidi- 
ined were expelled from her stomach aa 
iromptly as food was, and her case turned 
ndeed hopeless. 
But slie continued to 


urvive for months without medioil aid, 
nd has been seen by no physician for 
.early two years, except last Ju!y» when 
er father, John Djnovan, a workman at 
Vnbon's, died, and when the physician 
.eclared that she must quickly follow. At 
bat time abe waa able to take a little 
raouadr, but that, as well aa stimulants 
f all kinds and f jod in *very fcrm, being 
jeoted by her stomach, she hm since 
ubdiated—auob 
is

laim—upon water alone, and very little 
f that.

Tbe 
notivo for such a oourui1, -if hue had 
dopted it, was not pecuniary profit, as

dependent on her for support.

leged peijury, and a late oable despatch 
announcas that ho has already been ar- 
rested and lodged in prison. 


This case has bten upon trial for a year, 


and upon either side it haft been prose- 
cuted and defended by some of the moat 
distinguished legal mindi is England. It 
has been full of remarkable suggestion*, 
tke most remarkable of which was tha 
dingar of placing absolute reliance on any 
evidenee brought to bear upon individual 
identity.

Tbia is 
the banis of alleged uniformity of rates 
and fairness of prices. It ia aimply I'OVTRB 
ONBHSTRAINED, except by limits of for- 
bearance it dare not paea. 


But further, besides the genera.1 effect 


of monopoly, this haa alto an additional 
local effect upon the Oil Regions. Every 
well-informed mau knows that rcnaing 
can, to a large extent, be done to better 
advantage in the Oil Regions than else- 
where. Now by controlling transporta- 
tion aud also outside refineries, with a 
largo drawback for their own oil, they 
gain just that advantage over our local 
refineries. 
Add to

lisbm&i t. i no chance except to be ruined 
or enter into the combination.. 


If ruined the owners lose their proper- 


ty, and the oil regions lose the benefits of 
a large business belonging to it by all the 
natural la-vrs of trade. Or if they enter 
into the combination, then the producer 
has tb.8 cords yet more closely drawn 
around him, and is without any avenue 


This ia not all. 
In order to make the 


matter of freights as strong as possible, 
they hava obtained a charter from the 
legislature of Pennsylvania, the 21 section 
of which sayn 
'-That tha corporation 


created hereby, shall have powor to con- 
tract with any person or persons, firm, 
corporation or any other party howsoever 
formed, axisting or that may exist, to 
build, construct, maintain and manage 
any 
work, 
public 
or 
private, 


and supply 
or 
furnish all 
need- 


ful 
material, 
labor, 
implements, 


instruments and fixtures of any and every 
kind whatsoever, on auoh terms and con- 
ditions as may be agreed upon between 
tbe parties respectively." 


In order to cover the right to control 


and handle the oi!, crude and refined, tbey 
obtain the right in the same section given 
by these words, "And shall have power to 
hold, own and dispose of ouch other per- 
sonal or real estate as a majority of the 
stockholders of said corporation may, at 
any time, approve in writing, or by reso- 
lution at any meeting of ths stockholders." 


No set of men ever obtain such powers 


without the disposition to use them to the 
fullest extent. 


To meet all emergencies the charter also 


gives them tho right to increase or dim- 
inish their capital stock at pleasure ; also, 
to provide against all contingencies, they 
are given the right to change their name 
at any time by filing a notice of it in the 
office of the Auditor General. - 


8aoh ia a condensed outline of a part 


of their present programme and part of 
their powers. How soon they will, under 
this pliable charter, take a worse form we 
know not. The foregoing results follow 
in case tbey are successful.

passing through its line to Garland, nor 
is it in any way connected with, or ope- 
rated in, the interest of the South Im- 
provement Company, or any of ita agents, 
but ia open to business from all who 
choose to patronize the line. 
Oar position before the publio is and has 
been simply that of a common carrier of 
oil; receiving it from the well owner*1, and 
delivering it to whoever presents a proper 
order for it, precisely as a bank cashier 
pays a oertifitd check, if properly indors- 
ed, no mutter by whom presented. The 
ownership and ultimate destination, of 
tha oil is entirely ia tho hands of the 
producer from whom we receive it, and of 
tha party who buya i*, wa not even know- 
ing wh» owns it, from day to day, until 
called for at G-arland. 


This, I apprehend, ia equally true of 


all other pipe lines in the region. No 
transportation company doing business as 
a oommon carrier will, or can, legally re- 
fute to carry all who conform to ita rules 
and regulations, and this, I believe, is 
the very point upon whioh the producers 
and refiners here propose to hold the 
several railroad companies.

And worse 
than all, judging from past, experience, 
they fear that their road, if asi-iate<l by 
railroad capitaliats they build one, will bo 
bought out, as before, by other roads.
